By wày of background, Emma E. Grimes compiled The Grimes Family, 
Lund Press, Minneapolis, 1946. That book dealt with the ancestry 
of her father, Jonathan Taylor Grimes (1818-1903). But for 50 
years or so, she also collected material on her mother's line, 
that of Eliza Angeline GORDON (1826-1902). That material ís 

the content of the accompanying scrapbook. 


George GORDON (1755-1826) was the first of his line born in 
America. The materials trace the lines of each of his children 
(in varying degrees) from their birth to the early 1940's. 
Included therefore are data concerning a number of other surnames 
including ARMSTRONG, BADGER, CLARK, CONNER, ELLSWORTH, DEAN, 
GRIMES, HAWTHORNE, HUTCHINSON, IRWIN, MacDILL, STEWART and 
WINBIGLER. The general emigration of these descendants was 
from Pennsylvania into Ohio and then west tå Kansas, Oklahoma, 
and Illinois. Several educated initially at Miami in Oxford, 
Ohio, went on in the mid-1800's to become prominent educators, 
ministers, and lawyers. There is hopefully, therefore, some 
resource material of interest in the scrapbook, 


In going through the material, I note that there are several 
pages of genealogical data which appear to be missing as well 
as loose materials. Unfortunately, this is the state in which 
I received the material so that I am unable to provide anything 
more.

Family. There As a book, entitled “Armstrongs of Pennsylvania", now out 
of print, but undoubtedly eopies are in the older libraries of the sant 
and especially of Pennsylvania, There are no copies in the libraries of 
Minnesota, as far as can be ascertained. 

The Armstrong fanily of Carlisle, Pas, cane to America tron the 
north of Ireland. They were probably Later weigranta than the Gordons. 


Andrew Armstrong was the seventh sun in sucoension, There were probably 


no sisters, One of his older brothers(Willie 7) was killed by the Indiane 

when he was carrying water from a brook to the men in the harvest field.

I had inquired if you were now available for some research on the 
ARMSTRONG family of Indiana. We believe they lived in the vicinity of Terre Haute, at 
least it is said some of the relatives visited there and obtaim'information about the 
family, so it is assumed there are ARMSTRONG records available Among the County records. 


Enclosed are our Family lines as we have them up to date. One of our MARSHALLs married 
JESSE ARMSTRONG who is reportedly born in OHIO but whose father was JOHN ARMSTRONG born 
in INDIANA, Some have told us that this JOHN's father had come from Germany. John's 
wife was MARY ARMSTRONG, born ín Indiana. | 


It is believed JOHN and MARY ARMSTRONG moved to Warren County, IOWA. At least JESSE 
lived in Warren County, Iowa, and met Susanna Marshall whom he married sometime around 
1868. They made their home in or near Runnells in Polk County, Iowa, or near Carlisle 
in Warren County, Iowa. 


We would like to hear from you as to whether or not you are available, and what your 
"retainer" fee would be to begin search for this family. We would need Jesse's father's 
and mother's birth dates, places; also Jesse's brothers, sisters, and we understand he 
had half-brothers and half-sisters. 


Hope to hear soon, and many thanks for whatever help you can furnish us.

In your return address you gave two 
different zip codes i.e. 10187 and 60187. I decided to use the 
latter since that was the number given for Wheaton according to our 
zip code directory. 


i regret that I could not get a really good copy of this 
obituary. The introductory sentences were too light and the closing 
sentences were too dark on the microfilm. I tried every one of our 
printers using a variety of shadings and a variety of lenses - from 
15X to 41X, which is all that we have. i 


By comparing all four copies you should get the entire 
picture. 


According to Markles' Cemetery Records, p. 99 Elizabeth 
Armstrong is buried at Woodlawn although it was not opened until 
1839 and she died in 1835. Simona Lansaw s book on Woodlawn (Vol. 
1) indicates that Mrs. Armstrong was first buried in the Indian 


Orchard Cemetery. When the Wabash and Erie Canal was built through 


that cemetery on the banks of the Wabash it necessitated the removal 
of many bodies one of which was Mrs. Armstrongs” . 


Dorothy Clark's Complete Index of Names (on 1877 plat map of 
Woodlawn Cemetery) indicates that Andrew Armstrong purchased a lot 
in Div. 47, Sec. 27, Lot 20. That is surelv the place where 
Elizabeth's remains are now.

Thank you so much for your May 22 reply to my letter of May 
13 in which I asked for a copy of the Obit of Elizabeth 
Armstrong. 


fou expressed concern over what vou considered verv poor 
print-back copies from the microfilm. However, the approach 
you used, i.e., using different lenses and print size, 
provided me with enough readable copy to transcribe all but 
a few words. I am enclosing a copy for you so you can see 
what a help you have been to me (and just in case you keep a 
file of such transcriptions for other searchers.) 


I'm sure you know how unusual it is to find such a detailed 
obituary for so early a period, especially for a woman. 
Eliza Armstrong's tells us more than usual about her and her 
family. That is of special help in tracing a family with 
such a common name. I have been working on the historv 
Eliza and her husband for manv vears, and now am about to 
put the storv all together, along with an account of how 
they were traced--an interesting story in itself. They 
arrived in Indiana when it was still a territorv. When the 
story is finished, I will send a copy to the Vigo Library. 
There must be--or in the future there will be--other 
descendents of his nine children who may not have the luck 
we have had, so we want to share. So far have found records 
of seven of the nine children of Elizabeth and her husband. 


We did get to Terre Haute in the early 1980's but now l 
cannot find the pictures we took of the Armstrong grave site 
and stones in Woodlawn Cemetery. This is unusual as both my 
husband and I are careful in our organization of such 
materials. Right now I am facing the replacement of a 
couple of heart valves soon, but when I am able to travel, 
we will again head for Terre Haute to replace the pictures. 
We will, unless they turn up in some other box, such as 
records of Elizabeth and Andrew’s daughter, Julia.

Perhaps this letter will explain or clarify my answers to 
your enclosed questionaire. 


The first Terre Haute City Directory was published in 1858. 
I did not find any references to a B Badollet. Nor any 
in the issues for 1863-1864-1868. And, I did not find any 


references to him in our surname file, catchfile, or in any 
of the indexes to the six histories of Vigo County. 


H. C. Bradsby's History of Vigo County (1891) mentions John 
Badollet. He was * 87 the Vincennes District Land 

Office, circa 1820. He is the only Badollet listed in the 

1850 Indiana Census Index and lived in Knox County (Vincennes). 
omeone, years ago, has told me that he was of Swiss origine 

There are no Badollets listed in the 1860 Vigo County (Ind.) 

Census Indexe 


As for the Armstrongs (Andrew-Elizabeth), the Vigo County 
Histories say very little since they died so long ago (1830's 
& 'hO's). Most of the county histories were published from 
1880-1910. 


I have found a copy of the Wabash Courier for Sept. 3, 1835. 
It contains a nice, rather long obituary of Mrs. Armstrong 
saying she was 72 yr. & 8 months and had had a lingering 
illness. It said she came west with her husband forty years 
before (1795-mv note) and that she had 9 children—all still 
living. The rest is more sentimental..."she was bowed down 
to the ground with pain..." 


Terre Haute's newspapers for June, 1847, are missing so there 
is no obituarv for her husband. 


There is one nice reference to Andrew Armstrong which we 

could photocopy. It says he was a shareholder in the State 
Bank of Indiana in Oct. 1834. That Bank Building still stands 
(now the G.A.R. Memorial Hall). 


Since the indexes to the Vigo County histories list many 
Armstrongs--and I have little way of knowing if they might have 
been children of "your" Andrew— you might want me to xerox. 
the index listings to see if the first names sound familiar. 
There are also cemetery records.

I am enclosing the photocopies that you requested. Thanks 
for the two dollar check to cover the library's expense. 


In addition to these photocopies I am sending you one from 
Simona Lansaw's records of Woodlawn Cemetery. It shows that 
there were four Andrew Armstrongs buried there. The "4" 

in front of Elizabeth Armstrong's name indicates that she 

was first buried at the old Indian Orchard Cemetery. By 1839 
that cemetery was filled, and a new cemetery (Woodlawn) was 
opened. Elizabeth's body was then moved to Woodlawn because 
the Wabash and Erie Canal was dug through the Indian Orchard 
Cemetery. 


You seem to have made considerable progress in your genealog- 
ical research with the help of the Newberry Library. 


Since Lewis Badollet only lived in Terre Haute from 1856 to 
1858, it seems that there is little record of him here. In 
fact, I cannot find any record of him. I do not know what 
would have brought him here. Do you know his occupation at 
that time? | 


The only Vigo County Cemetery Records that we have besides the 
Farwell-Markle records (that you have) are the ones done re- 
cently by Virginia Wilhoit. These mention many Armstrongs, 
but most of them have died rather recently, and I didn't 

think you'd be interested. However, in Vol. 2, pg. 20, it 
lists a Wm. Armstrong, Co. F, 51st Indiana Infantry Volun- 
teers (1840-1923). On pg. 69 it lists a Nancy Armstrong, 
buried at the Lykens Cem., who died Aug. 16, 1822. She was 27. 


I have found an Andrew Armstrong listed ‘in the 1810 Census of 


Kentucky (Fayette Co.) We also have Peter's History of Fayette 
EC Kentucky (1882). I assume that you have already Seed 
both of these.

You were very kind indeed to go to so much trouble to answer 
my questionnaire. Thank you very much. 


First, the John Badollet you found in the Bradsby History of Vigo 
County, calling him register of the Vincennes Land Office, has 

to refer to the first John who did indeed come from Switzerland 
(Geneva.) The John Badollet in the 1850 census has t Mt he son 

of the first John as the latter died in 1836 or 37 (I have the 
actual date but there is no need for it here.) 


The Lewis Badollet I am interested in is the son of Algernon Sid- 
ney Baddllet (1799-1862) and his wife, Julia (Armstrong) Badollet. 
Julia was the daughter of Andrew Armstrong of Vincennes. From 

a slave manumission at Vincennes, and land records, I have discover- 
ed that the Andrew of Vincennes is the same man who died in 1847 

at Terre Haute. Ajprobate record in Knox County for another member 
of the family links Algernon Sidney Badollet with Andrew Armstrong 
and his wife, Elizabeth, of Terre Haute, and a sister of Julia. 


The real mystery now is what took Lewis Badoilet to Terre Haute 

at the time Lewis's daughter by Isadore (Clark) Scott Badollet, was 
born in May 1856! Lewis was born 1823 at Vincennes. He married 

at Vincennes in 1855. His parents had been in Lawrenceville since 
about 1830. 


In 1858 the family was on its way west according to family tradition. 
It is the tradition I am hoping to prove now. So far, public 

records are proving it. Lewis and his wife appear in newspapers 

and censuses in Denver from 1860 (January) to about 1865, when then 


returned to Marion County, Illinois. Then about 1871, Lewis re ned 


alone to Denver and died there in 1874. 
Naturally, we want to find Lewis Badollet'symother's Armstrong line. 
They appear to have come from Fayette County, Kentucky about 1813. 


I don't know whether this is of any particular interest to you, but 
it just could prove valuable to some other searcher. Also, inciden- 
tally, copious records on the first John Badollet and many of his 
descendants are in the Lewis Historigal Library at Vincennes Univer- 
sity, where Bob Stevens, a Badollet descendant is in charge. That, 
too, might help some-othey-searcher. I did not say it above, but 
Algernon Sidney Badollet'was the youngest son of the first John 
Badol let and his wife, Peggy Hannah. icons

I checked the 1850 Indiana census index and found that there was 
a George Armstrong living in Vigo county. When I looked at the 
microfilm, I saw that he had a six year old son named George, and 
I think this is probably your George Dallas. The age is right. 


I also checked the indexes to our Vigo county histories but did not 
find any mention of this George Armstrong. However, the Vigo county 
cemetery records listed a George W. Armstrong and wife Chessaphy who 
were buried in Oak Hill cemetery. The names fit those on the census, 
and they are probably the parents of your George. I am enclosing a 
copy of the page from the cemetery records. You might try writing 
the Clerk's office, Courthouse, Terre Haute IN 47807, for probate 
records for George W. Your George Dallas might be named as an heir. 


Our book of Vigo county marriage records covers the years 1818 to 
1850, and the only George Armstrong listed married a Betsy Chestnut 
on 22 June 1825. For marriage records after 1850 you should.vrite 
the county clerk. 


Since the census shows that George Armstrong's oldest child was born 
in Ohio, it is possible that George and Chessaphy Armstrong were 
married there. On the other hand, since Chessaphy and the second 
child were born in Indiana, it is possible that Chessaphy was a 
second wife and not the mother of the first child. That would mean 
that she and George were married in Indiana after all. You could 
check an 1840 Ohio census index for the whereabouts of George Arm- 
strong. You know he had to be there in 1834 when Sarah was born, 
and he was born there himself about 1810. 


There is a genealogical query column in the local newspaper, and you 
might be able to get in touch with others doing research on your 
family through it.

We have had considerable work done by Mrs. Ruth Slevin in Indianapolis on our own 
family lines, but are now seeking something about the parents of JESSE ARMSTRONG who 
married our great-aunt Susanna MARSHALL. Not our ancestor, but would like to know 
his parents and/or grandparents’ dates of birth, marriage, death, where they came 
from and when and how, etc. Also Jesse's sisters and brothers, etc. 


Several years ago one of the family of Jesse Armstrong made a trip to Terre Haute for 
information but apparently he did not pass along to other members of the family what- 
ever he found there. 


We are including our GRAVES-DICKENS family for the reason that, as we understand it, 
the CLAY County courthouse was destroyed by fire and all or most records burned. 
Now it might just have happened that our Elizabeth Dickens was married over there in 


VIGO County instead o ‘ If so, perhaps some record of the DICKENS and GRAVES 
familfes might be there. 


We believe our SusannaiMarshall met Jesse (or Jessie) ARMSTRONG after they both had 
come to Warren (formerly part of it was in Polk) County, Iowa, where she was teaching 
school. But we understand Jesse's parents were there in Iowa and he had operated a 
grist mill. 


Perhaps you have access to Biographical & Historical volumes that might include old 
John Armstrong and his wife Mary Armstrong (her maiden name Armstrong also), who went 
to IOWA, perhaps when the Marshalls and Graves went, around 1853. 


At least ONE of each family (Marshall and Graves) was in St. Joseph, Missouri, January 
15, 1854, when Miles Marshall and Mary Elizabeth Graves were married there, but we 
don't know if both complete families came together or not, or how they traveled. 

We know in 1840 our old Dr. Jesse Marshall was in Carroll Co., Missouri; then back in 
Howard Co., Indiana, in 1850 census. | 


Would appreciate hearing from you about the possibility of securing data on the 
ARMSTRONGS especially; and anything you may have on any of our others that will 
supplement our present information.
